Wreck Was Caused 
By Vertical Gust 


BERLIN, 
Sept. 
4.—A 
vertical 
gust of terrific velocity which flung 
the huge dirigible to the ground 
and smashed her backbone — this 
was the cause of the Shenandoah 
disaster, in the opinion of Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, Zeppelin expert, designer 
and pilot of the Los Angeles In her 
trans-Atlantic flight to America.

The Shenandoah Disaster 


The nation is appalled today by the second naval craft disas 
tor within three days as a board of inquiry Begins an investigation Juan park 


of the Shenandoah disaster of yesterday in which 14 men, includ- 
gigging"'* frivolously ^ruSjS^ir, 
I 
ing Lieutenant Commander Zachary Lansdowne, were killed when 
the giant all-American blimp was cut in two and crashed to the 
ground in southeastern Ohio. 
The destruction of Uncle Sam’s only real fighting ship of this 
type follows the apparent loss of hydroplane FN 9, with her crew 
of five men, on the 2,000-mile hop across the Pacific. 
While these two major catastrophes, of which the loss of 
the dirigible, the pride of the navy, is the greater, drive home the 
fact that man has not yet conquered the air, it is not believed that 
the fate of the bghter-than-air craft will prompt any change in 
the navy’s policy with respect to rigid airships. 
Of course, the failure of the MacMillan polar expedition to 
reach its goal, combined with the wrecking of the ZR-2 bought in 
England, which buckled over the Humber river, August 24, 1921, 
and the crash of the Roma, bought in Italy, when the latter ship 
caught fire near Hampton Roads, February 21, 1922, will be cited 
as reasons for slowing up the American program. 
Despite 
the effect of these disasters upon public opinion, the consensus 
is that the development of the lighter-than-air navigation 
should not be halted. 
However, the memory of the lives lost in 
the accident as well as the monetary consideration may prompt 
congress when it meets in December to limit the navy’s budget, 
thus mitigating against appropriations for further experiments. 
The nation should benefit from the lessons of the Shenan­ 
doah disaster. 
A searching inquiry into the dirigible’s crash 
should bring out facts of great importance in the future develop­ 
ment of light-than-air ships.

Safer Railroads 


The Illinois Central and New York Central railroads, in 
their respective yards at Harvey, 111., and Albany, N. Y., are in­ 
stalling' a new mechanical system which should mean a great ad­ 
vance in safety for yard workers. 
This mechanism worked, from a tower, by power control, 
makes it possible to regulate the movements of every freight car 
and to direct each to any desired point and halt it there without 
the intervention of a man on the spot. 
Hitherto the sorting of freight cars, making them up into 
trains, switching individual cars to different trains or onto sidings, 
has all had to be done with the aid of laborers ‘Tiding” the cars as 
they were “kicked” about the yards. It was a dangerous type of 
work in which many workers have lost their lives. 
The great railroad systems have been among the nation’s 
leaders in developing and adopting safety methods and appliances 
and in striving to reduce their accident fatalities and injuries.

Mexican Finance 


A new bank is established at Mexico, comparable to our fed­ 
eral reserve bank. 
It will operate as a national bank, with $50,- 
000,000 capital, of which the government furnishes 51 per cent 
and Mexican bankers the rest. 
It is going to go very slow in issuing paper, “because the 
Mexican public distrusts that kind of money,” wherein it is wiser 
than some European national banks have been. 
Eventually, as 
workmen grow accustomed to paper, the issue will be increased 
until the gold coverage is 33 per cent. 
This is a conservative program, and therefore pleasing to 
Mexico’s friends and creditors. 
No less notable is the refusal to 
accept any help from outside. All of the bank’s capital is Mexi­ 
can. This bespeaks not only a wholesome national pride but a re­ 
assuring state of finance. 
The more self-reliant Mexico is in 
money matters, the better Americans will like it. 


Boom In Tractors 


Farmers this year have been buying new equipment on a 
bigger scale than usual, thanks to improved prices for farm 
products. 
And what have they been buying? All kinds of labor-saving 
machinery, and especially tractors. The mechanical horse has led 
all other sales. 
A report of the farm equipment manufacturers 
says, “The tendency toward big equipment to eliminate man and 
horse labor is more marked than at any time in the history of the 
tractor’s development.” 
This seems to spell the final doom of the horse as a draft 
animal at no distant date, however, that inefficient four-legged 
tractor may continue to flourish in the realm of sport.

Safer Railroads 


The Illinois Central and New York Central railroads, in 
their respective yards at Harvey, 111., and Albany, N. Y., are in­ 
stalling a new- mechanical system which should mean a great ad­ 
vance iii safety for yard workers. 
This mechanism worked, from a tower, by power control, 
makes it possible to regulate the movements of every freight car 
end to direct each to any desired point and halt it there without 
the intervention of a man on the spot.

A new bank is established at Mexico, comparable to our fed­ 
eral reserve bank. 
It will operate as a national bank, with $50,- 
000,000 capital, of which the government furnishes 51 per cent 
and Mexican bankers the rest. 
It is going to go very slow in issuing paper, “because the 
Mexican public distrusts that kind of money,” wherein it is wiser 
than some European national banks have been. 
Eventually, as 
workmen grow accustomed to paper, the issue will be increased 
until the gold coverage is 33 per cent. 
This is a conservative program, and therefore pleasing to 
Mexico’s friends and creditors. 
No less notable is the refusal to 
accept any help from outside. 
All of the bank’s capital is Mexi­ 
can, This bespeaks not only a wholesome national pride but a re­ 
assuring state of finance. 
The more self-reliant Mexico is in 
money matters, the better Americans will like it.

SHOWN A QUITTER 


Enraged by Fancied Slight, 
He Offered to Resign 
Early in War. 


W orcester, Mass 
Two historic doc* 
txir.ents, hitherto unpublished, bearing 
upon the troublous fortunes of Bene­ 
dict Arnold In his early experiences in 
the Continental army, in the prelimi­ 
nary days of the Revolutionary war, 
have come to light In the library of 
the 
American

here. One is the original w ritten com­ 
mission issued to Arnold by the Mas- 
gachuM'tts 
committee of safety 
tit 
Cambridge in May, 1775, authorizing 
him to organize an expedition against 
Ticonderoga. 
The other is a letter 
w ritten by Arnold, in aggrieved tone, 
lo the Provincial Congress of M assa­ 
chusetts Bay, late In .lune of tile Mime 
year, resigning his commission after a 
committee had been s p lin te d by the 
congress to investigate ids conduct. 
Both documents, despite tile Interven­ 
ing IOO years, are as perfectly legible 
ss when penned. 
Immediately after news of the bat­ 
tles of Lexington and Concord had 
Spread through New Bogland, late in 
April. 1775, Benedict Arnold, whose in­ 
trepidity as a fighter was undisputed,

During a brief stop at North Phila­ 
delphia station, John IL Collier, avia­ 
tion chief rigger, whose home is in 
Moscow, Idaho, said that in his opin­ 
ion a warm current of air througn 
which the ship passed brought about 
an explosion .of helium and caused Hie 
heavy tension of the girders, which 
the construction of the big boat would 
not meet satisfactorily. 
Lieut. Hendley, who was in charge 
of the survivors, said that in his opin­ 
ion the disaster was brought about 
by “unforseen circumstances,” 
"No oue is to blame," lie said, 
"it 
was probably due to a cross gale which 
struck us iii the center when we were 
in a warm air current. This caused 
three inflated hags to burst.” 
“At 4:45 a. rn. Thursday, I had just 
gone off duty and was about to tum ­ 
ble into my bunk after coining from 
Hie control room.

Albany, N. Y.—The latest method 
employed by mothers In disposing of 
their children so they may be free 
to ftijoy the sights and pleasures of 
Coney Island has been revealed by the 
state commission of prisons.

Intentional abandonment In the vi­ 
cinity of an obliging policeman with 
Hie certain knowledge that the child 
will be picked up and cared for dur­ 
ing the day at the Coney Island police 
station. 
The method Is cited In a report 
made public of an Inspection by the 
commission of the state, the Twenty- 
eighth precinct of New York city. The

record crop yield in the Dominion de­ 
sp ite the effect of somewhat adverse 
j weather conditions. 
The wheat yield 
'alone, according to an estimate of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, is ex­ 
pelled to exceed 365 OOO,MO bushels, 
or an Increase of 100,000,000 bushels 
over 1924. 
Canadian railroads expect to move 
r.O,OOO men in special trains to points 
in Alberta.

as reasons for slowing up the American program 
the effect of these disasters upon public opinion, the consensus 
is that the development of the lighter-than-air navigation 
should not be halted. 
However, the memory of the lives lost in 
the accident as well as the monetary consideration may prompt 
congress when it meets in December to limit the navy's budget, 
thus mitigating against appropriations for further experiments. 
The nation should benefit from the lessons of the Shenan­ 
doah disaster. 
A searching inquiry into the dirigible’s crash 
should bring out facts of great importance in the future develop­ 
ment of light-than-air ships.

Safer Railroads 


The Illinois Central and New York Central railroads in 
their respective yards at Harvey, 111., and Albany, N. Y., are in­ 
stalling a new mechanical system which should mean a great ad­ 
vance in safety for yard workers. 
This mechanism worked, from a tower, by power control, 
makes it possible to regulate the movements of every freight car 
and to direct each to any desired point and halt it there without 
the intervention of a man on the spot. 
Hitherto the sorting ot freight cars, making them up into 
trains, switching individual cars to different trains or onto sidings, 
has all had to be done w ith the aid of laborers "riding” the cars as 
they were “kicked” al out the yards. 
It was a dangerous type of 
work in which many workers have lost their lives. 
The great railroad systems have been among the nation’s 
leaders in developing and adopting safety methods and appliances 
and in striving to reduce their accident fatalities and injuries. 
Passengers on railroads in these days are comparatively safe.

A new bank is established at Mexico, comparable to our fed­ 
eral reserve bank. 
It will operate as a national bank, with $50,- 
000,000 capital, of which the government furnishes 51 per cent 
and Mexican bankers the rest. 
It is going to go very slow in issuing paper, “because the 
Mexican public distrusts that kind of money,” wherein it is wiser 
than some European national banks have been. 
Eventually, as 
workmen grow accustomed to paper, the issue will be increased 
until the gold coverage is 33 per cent. 
This is a conservative program, and therefore pleasing to 
Mexico’s friends and creditors. 
No less notable is the refusal to 
accept any help from outside. 
All of the bank’s capital is Mexi­ 
can. This bespeaks not only a wholesome national pride but a re­ 
assuring state of finance. 
The more self-reliant Mexico is in 
money matters, the better Americans will like it.
